Prof. Flinders Petrie Uncovers Wonders 
from E arth of Centuries. 


From beneath the overburden of earth 
ami rubbish which has been accu m u lat­ 
ing for ages. P rof. Flinders Petrie, in 
his first year o f work of excavating the 
ruins o f .Memphis, lias laid bar** many 
o f the secret** o f that great city o f an ­ 
cient glory, which until his explorations 
began had been inure completely hidden 
than those o f any other city o f the dis­ 
tant past, according to the B oston Glob**. 
Tin* focus of tin* city was the great 
temple of P tah, or llephesto*, and the 
sacred grove, or Ternenos 
which

clos***I it. T ilt massive wall which hut 
rounded the temple was traced piece by 
piece, although hilt a suede corner was 
a I Hive ground, all the rest being buried

early French settlers!, a region through

Lewis, s Virginia 
planter, xx Kb his family and a nu inlier 
of negro slaves

bank, but acting on his own responsi­ 
bility, using tile bank's funds. 
Several 
of these paid him handsomely and he 
went Into the business on a scale that 
brought disaster.

When gathering lettuce I leave 
ionic ot the beat looking plants to go to 
seed ami I sot out the largest onions I 
have and let them grow seed. 
When 
gathering the onions in the fall th a t I 
raised from seed sowed in th** spring I 
save all of tin* small ones and set them 
out in the spring. 
T hey soon grpw large 
enough to uh** and th*aw* not used are 
sure to m ake large onions for next w in­ 
te r as they get a good grow th, before the 
w eath er becomes so hot and dry.

grow cabbage seed bury the stum ps of 
the cabbage 
ju st 
before the 
ground 
freezes in the garden ab o u t eight inches 
deep, and it would be a good plan to 
rover the top afte r covering with earth, 
with straw or leaves.

Destroying Quack Grass 
r often see directions given for killing 
o u t quack gras* but 
I fhitik They are all 
inferior to 
the m ethod that I employ.

would never try to drag out the roots 
with harrow or rake because not all of 
th** roots will lie gathered and those left 
will soon fill th** soil again. 
The je st 
cml most easily Is* killed right where it 
is, the roots furnishing an abundance of 
plant food, by using a double action cut 
aw ay harrow. 
Now, please don't think 
th a t any kind of a harrow will do, Im* 
caus** it will not, 
If you rely on any e x ­ 
cept the one I have m entioned you will 
Im* disappointed. 
I have used one to d e­ 
stroy quack grass many tim es, and ani 
sure of w hat I ani waiting. 
If you plow- 
before using the harrow, run the plow* 
shallow 
ju st deep enough to tu rn over 
th e quack roots, bottom side up; let lay 
th u s for a w eek and then go over the 
field with the double action cut aw ay 
harrow ; then a fte r a few day s repeat 
the harrow ing ami keep at it. going over 
the field at intervals of a few* days until 
the pest is all destroyed. 
It i-* no use to 
think th a t if th** field Im* gone over, per­ 
haps a dozen tim es in one day. th** quack 
^will Im* killed, for the sun, as w*e!l as the 
harrow, m ust get in its work. 
The w ay 
to do i** to go over the field once, then 
w ait a few d ay s for th** roots to dry and 
repeat the operation, 
By tieing thorough 
in this the grass can Im* destroyed and a 
crop grown th** same y ear if commenced 
early in the spring.—-F. II. Dow in A gri­

Fertilizing Corn Land. 
No fixed rule can he laid dow n for fer­ 
tilizing corn land, liecaus** of the differ­ 
ence in the quality of th** soils.

(in some Indiana lands phosphorus and 
tan k ag e are used to g*sid adv ant ag**, the 
mixt un* consisting of one p art of phos­ 
phorus to tw o of tankage. 
in

south 
fertiliser 
is 
applied 
through an attac h m e n t to th** planter or 
w ith a w heat drill. 
On heavy muck soils m u riatic potash 
ami phosphorus are used often at a cost 
of from $5 to $J per acre. 
In the corn twit states, however, the 
principal fertilizer is stab!** m anure, ami 
on th e corn soils of t h e s e sta te s perhaps 
m> better fertilizer could be applied. 
Of course, th** elements necessary to 
grow corn ar** nitrogen, potash and phos­ 
phorus, and some stills are often short 
in one of these elements, which m ust Im* 
supplied iii some form or other. 
There 
ar** thousands of acres of sw am p land in 
the corn licit states which contain all the 
elem ents for plant grow th except potash. 
and when this is applied good crops are 
obtained. 
< m** of th** cheapest and best ways of 
enriching th** soil is to plow tinder legit 
mi nous plants, and m any thousand acres 
of land in the older corn st<*te- that have 
been cropped to com for th irty to forty 
years in succession, and whose vitality 
has been exhausted, is now tieing restored 
and made to product* good crops by a 
simp'** method of rotation ami plowing 
under legum inous crops.- F arm ers’ and 
Drovers’ Journal.

SEALING FREIGHT CARS. 


New York Central Lines Trying a N e * 
Guard Against Thieves. 
A new w sy of sealing freight cars im 
being tried out on the New York C en tral 
lines betw een New York and Buffalo. 
Up to a few years ago the annual loss 
by freight robberies on this division ap­ 
proxim ated $1003)00. 
This loss has been* 
cut down materially by a system of pa­ 
trol organized by W illiam A. H um phrey, 
chief of the railroad police of the divi­ 
sion. 
Every one who has visited a freight 
yard rem em bers the device of twisted 
wire with a lead Heal flint w as supposed 
to protect the d*#ors of loaded freight 
cars. 
it was a simple m a tte r for thieves 
to untw ist the wires, rob a freight car 
on a siding ami then clump the lea*! seal 
hack in place again. 
W hen this was done the robbery re- 
“tnained 
undetected 
until 
the car 
bail 
reache<l its destination. 
T hen it was 
impossible to say where or when the 
looting w as done. 
Th** ii**vv scheme does not have for its 
object the greater security of the car 
doors themselves, 
A com plicated device 
look —ie im practicable, since it Ii neces­ 
sary to arran g e it so that the car doors 
may be opened quickly aud w ithout a 
key. 
T h e new seal nims rath er to m ake 
certain the detection of any tam pering 
with a car on ffh** fir-ri inspection after 
tile time of the robbery. 
T h e lock ifsClfiB simple 
merely a pin 
through a staple and Ii asp. very like the 
ordinary barn door sort. 
T he difference 
lies Hi this, th a t the pin drops down into 
a slot w here it is secure*! in place by a 
pasteboard car seal. 
T h e pin cannot be 
w ithdraw n

practical destruction of the card. 
It follows th a t the first inspection will 
show th a t the car has been tam pered 
with and th a t i! will be easy to figure at 
w hat point or between w hat points the 
robbery w as accomplished. 
W hen this is 
known, the railroad detectives say, it is 
com paratively easy to catch the thieves. 
T h e car*l seals ..re so large th at their 
absence m ay be easily noted by a m an 
beside the track s when a 
train is in 
motion. 
It is believed th a t the impossi­ 
bility of opening a car w ithout the break 
being detected at the next station if not 
before will in itself prevent a large pro­ 
portion of the pilfering.—New York Hun.
